Warrant for Annual Town Meeting 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
Hampshire, ss: 


To the Constables of the Town of Hadley, in the County 
of Hampshire: GREETING: 


In the name of-the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby required to notify and warn the inhabi- 
tants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs to meet in the Town Hall on Monday, the 3rd 
day of February next, at ten-thirty o’clock in the forenoon 
and then and there to act on the following articles. 


Article 1. To elect all necessary officers of the Town. 
Moderator, Tree Warden, Elector under the will of the 
late Oliver Smith of Hatfield, six Constables, each for the 
term of one year, one member of the Board of: Selectmen, 
one member of the Board of Assessors, Treasurer, one 
member of the School Committee, two members of the 
Library Trustees, each for the term of three years. The 
polls will be open at ten-thirty in the forenoon and kept 
open at least or for such time as the majority of voters 
shall direct, but in no case later than eight o’clock in the 
evening. 


Article 2. To receive and act on all reports to be 
made at said meeting. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
list of men nominated by the selectmen to serve as Jurors 
for the ensuing year. 
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Article 4. To see if the Town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen to sell and convey by proper deeds in the name of 
the Town any land owned by the Town or act anything 
thereon. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen to defend all suits that may be brought against 
the Town, employing counsel when same may be necessary 
or act anthing thereon. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to co-operate with the County of Hampshire 
and State of Massachusetts for maintenance of Route 63 
(Hockanum-North Hadley Road) under the provisions of 
Chapter 90 of the General Laws of the State of Mass., 
and to appropriate the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.- 
00) the Town’s share of the expense, and to appropriate 
the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) the State and 
County’s share of the expense in anticipation of reim- 
bursement from the County and State under the provis- 
ions of this chapter, the Town’s share to be raised by tax- 
ation and the County and State’s share to be taken from 
the Excess and Deficiency Fund and returned to the Ex- 
cess and Deficiency Fund when received from the County 
and State, or take any action thereon. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate such sums of money as shall be deemed neces- 
sary to defray the current expenses of the current finan- 
cial year or act anything thereon. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January Ist, 1947, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
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year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year, in accordance with General 
Laws Chapter 44 Section 17. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to sell, after first giving notice of sale, in 
some convenient place in Town, fourteen days at least 
before the sale, property taken by the Town under tax 
title procedure provided that the Selectmen, or whomso- 
ever they may authorize to hold sush Public Auction, may 
reject any bid which they may deem inadequate, or take 
any action thereon. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to co-operate with the State under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 81 of the General Laws, and to vote to 
appropriate the sum of seventy-two hundred fifty dollars 
($7,250.00) the Town’s share of the expense, and to vote 
to appropriate the sum of eighty-seven hundred dollars 
($8,700.00) the State’s share of the expense, in anticipa- 
tion of reimbursement under this chapter, sush sums to 
be taken from the Excess and Deficiency Funds, the 
State’s share to be returned to the Excess and Deficiency 
Fund, when received, or take any action thereon. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize

Road and North Hadley Center, in anticipation of reim-

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to make 
Bay Road a through way insofar as it relates to intersec- 
tions with West, Middle and East Streets, erecting isola- 
ted stop signs, or other traffic control devices, make an 
appropriation therefor, or take action thereon. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500.00) to be 
expended in removal of diseased elm trees or any unsound 
trees along the highways of the Town, or take action 
thereon. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of fifteen hundred and twenty dollars 
($1,520.00) for the purchase of a power operated snow 
ploy and wing for the F.W.D. truck, said to be taken from 
available funds in Road Machinery Fund, or take action 
thereon. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate a sum of money to lay a tile pipe in the ditch from 
Russell Street northerly to the B. & M. Railroad track, on 
west side of West Street, or take action thereon. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) for hy- 
drant service furnished by the Water District, said sum 
to be expended by the Water District for repair or re- 
location of hydrants or installation of new ones or take 
action thereon. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of twelve hundred dollars ($1,200.00) to 
purchase new fire hose as needed, or take action thereon. 
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Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to make 
North Maple Street a through way and erect stop signs 
at intersection with Rocky Hill Road, or take action 
thereon. i 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen to advertise for bids for replacement 
of the heating system at the Town Hall, any appropriation 
therefor to be taken from the Excess and Deficiency 
Fund, or take action thereon. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate a sum of money for the purpose of painting the ex- 
terior wood trim on the library building, said sum to be 
taken from the Excess and Deficiency Fund, or take action 

thereon. 


Article 21, To see if the Town will vote to have the 
Selectmen petition the County Commissioners to lay out 
the following roads; Cunningham Road, sometimes called — 
Mountain Road and the lane leading into the property of 
Mrs. Anna Wroblewski in Russellville section of North 
Hadley, or take action thereon. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Moderator to appoint a committee to study the set up of 
the Police Department in the Town and recommend any 
changes in the term of office of constables or chief, to 
report at a special Town meeting or next regular Town 
meeting, or take action thereon. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to accept 
the act relative to equal pay for men and women teachers, 
as provided by Chapter 527, Sections 1, 2, and 3, or take 
any action thereon. 
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Article 24. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to enter into an agreement with Arthur C. 
Howe, regarding repairs to be made to the dam holding 
back water of the North Hadley Pond, raise and appri- 
ate four thousand dollars ($4,000.00) therefor, in addi- 
tion to funds contributed by Arthur C. Howe, or act any- 
thing thereon.

Recommended 
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Selectmen’s Report 


The Board organized February 5, 1946 with Frank C. 
Reynolds, Chairman, Edward C. Wanezyk, Clerk and 
Edward J. Jekanoski, associate member. 


Meetings have been held every Monday night, except 
on holidays, and then they have been held on the follow- 
ing evening. Special meetings of the Board have been 
held for consideration of business or conferences with 
special agencies. 


Chapter 90 construction work was resumed for the 
first time since 1938. Considerable work was done cor- 
recting drainage problems, caused by mistakes in pre- 
vious construction. Some widening has been done on 
River Drive, which should be continued in 1947. When 
River Drive and Middle Street are rebuilt it would appear 
that work on widening Lawrence Plain Road and Hock- 
anum Road will be in order. Chapter 90 construction is 
particularly valuable to us due to the fact that each Town 
dollar is matched by one from the County and two from 
the State. 


One problem continually with us is that of highway 
boundaries, we are gradually getting out of the woods. 
All Towns seem to go through periods when it is found 
out that most of the line stones over a wide area have 
disappeared. We have had to spend much time locating 
bounds on River Drive as it seems that exact information 
compiled during 1882, brought the surveys to Scotts 
Bridge, and then jumped to a point near Abbott’s Corner, 
A study of prior and later surveys have disclosed what we 
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do have in widths at those points now. This held up com- 
pletion of the sidewalks voted several years ago. Blue 
prints have been prepared and hearings held at the loca- 
tion with County Commissioners and:abuttors, at River 
Drive and Breckenridge Road. 


Snow removal costs were heavy in 1946, we are hope- 
ful that the snow fence installations will reduce repetitive 
plowing at breezy spots. Conditions in purchasing snow 
removal equipment being slow, we had to order snow plow 
equipment for the F.W.D. truck, early in the fall, not 
knowing when it would arrive. This equipment with a 
wider plow in front and a wing hitched to a mast located 
in the rear of the cab, would enable this truck to clear a 
strip of road 16 feet in width, and with a trip up and 
down, the average highway would be opened by this one 
unit. This plow is operated by power take off. Funds 
are available in the: road machinery purchasing fund, and 
we have inserted an article in the warrant for this pur- 
pose. 


Shade trees were sprayed a trifle too late this year, 
due to rainy weather at the time we intended to do it,and 
the fact that property owners have been placing too high 
a value an adjacent hay. If we are going to save the 
elms, the people will have to decide which is the more 
valuable. Now that the dreaded dutch elm disease is 
here, some tree removal will be necessary. We entered 
an article covering this and will endeavor to count trees 
to be removed, so that information will be on hand for 
Town meeting. Very little tree removal has been done 
since the big blow down in 1938, many trees injured then 
are now dead or dying. 


Two of the committees appointed by the Moderator 
after last Town meeting reported at a special Town meet- 
ing in the spring. These were concerning the repairs to 
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the North Hadley Pond Dam and the study made by the 
committee about a World War II Memorial. 


The Selectmen heartily concurr with the report of 
the North Hadley Pond Committee and agreements have 
been drawn up that are satisfactory to the Howes and the 
Selectmen. We urge that this opportunity be taken ad- 
vantage of. 


The report of the “War Memorial Committee” is 
most exhaustive and represents the results of diligent 
study. 


The Board of Selectmen find themselves unable to 
agree or approve the project, for the following reasons: 


1. Excessive cost. 

2. Building lot too small. 

3. Increasing fire hazards due to too close proximi- 
ty of large wooden buildings. 

4. No available area left to install the required 

_ septic tanks for toilet and kitchen facilities. 

5. Duplication of facilities, that will be a part of 
the new High School building, if and when it 
may be built. 


It would not be right to omit mention of the fact that 
the East Hadley underpass finally was buried and turned 
out to be a beautifully conceived project. The accom- 
plished job is exceptionally well done. 


Seldom has a contractor working on a job in this 
Town caused more headaches to the street department. 
Twenty ton trucks were using our 6 ton bridges on side 
roads, because it was shorter that way. <A borrow pit 
was made adjoining Spruce Hill Road. That is going to 
be a trouble maker until we can stabilize the slope with 
some sort of growing shrubs, grass etc. Seldom a day 
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went by that some one did not call about the détour on 
Mill Valley Road, from all points. The hastily done fill 
and black top laid on Mill Valley was not up to local stand- 
ards, but we think it can be improved with time. 


Referenda on State ballots can arrive at results not 
anticipated. The majority of voters favored a retirement 
system for Town employees, so that one of the duties 
added to the Town Treasurer’s office is the management 
of the deductions to be taken from the pay of those who 
elect to join this. 


The citizens have set up a pension system in this 
Town without any propadanda on the part of the people 
employed by the Town. The fact that most people have 
at the present time, substantial deductions made for 
withholding taxes makes it doubtful to what extent this 
will be patronized, only time will tell 


A canvass made by Town officials disclosed that most 
all had voted no on that one. It seems that there was too 
little information available concerning these referenda, or 
too little of what was sent out was read. 


The Selectmen wish to express their appreciation to 
the various people, appointed or elected who have worked 
this year in harmony on the various jobs and projects 
concerned with the operation of the Town government.

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Assessors’ Report 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Assessors submit Their Annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1946: 


We have completed the first year with the new system 
of writing the Town Valuation Book. Namely, taxing Real 
Estate as individual parcels and using loose-leaf sheets 
and typing, it has added to our work. Where previously 
we had approximately 600 accounts to figure the tax on, 
we now have some 1500 parcels. It has its advantages and 
many disadvantages never the less, it is a law, and must 
be done in this manner. 


In 1947 we start a new system on Motor Vehicle Excise 
Taxes, the values are to be made by the state; previously, 
we valued the Vehicle from a book of values furnished by 
the State. We expect errors with this system of determin- 
ing the values on trucks.

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Report of War Memorial Committee 


To the Honorable Moderator and Residents of Hadley: 


Your Committee, appointed to consider the choice 
of a suitable War Memorial for Veterans of World Wars 
I and II, has given careful and serious thought to a satis- 
factory selection. 


First, it has concluded that to be suitable, the memo- 
rial should be— 


1 


Sufficiently permanent in design, construction, 


and intent, as to command the respect of future 
as well as present generations. 

Something, preferably, that the town would not 
otherwise have. 

Of such character that every citizen of the town, 
whether young or old, veteran or civilian, rich or 
poor, irrespective of race, color or creed, can be 
inspired by the memories it is intended to per- 
petuate. 

A memorial that will contribute to the welfare, 
peace, and happiness of the town, and will pro- 
mote the benefits of genuine community spirit 
and good neighborliness. 


Among the suggestions considered by your Com- 
mittee, were—

Although this list is fairly comprehensive, the varia- 
tions in any of these proposals make a very long and con- 
fusing list of possibilities. For this reason, the residents 
of the town were invited to express their feelings to the 
Committee, either verbally or in writing, in the hope that 
a real expression of opinions might clarify your Commit- 
tee’s ideas. This invitation was not generally accepted, 
although it resulted in some helpful suggestions. 

Your. Committee, therefore, decided to eliminate as 
many of the proposals as it could, in line with its defini- 
tions of “suitability”. Without going into tco great 
detail, the compelling reasons for each of these elimina- 
tions were— 


1. A Monument, while modern in design, would 
become out-of-date as have Civil War Statues. 
Its benefits are measured by its beauty rather 
than by its contribution to the ideals for which 
our men and women fought. It requires a main- 
tenance fund and care if it is intended to inspire 
the respect and memories which would be in- 
tended. 


2. The tablet, while the simplest and least expensive 
memorial, would do little for the town and would 
tend soon to be forgotten. 

3. The new High School is a school committee pro- 
ject which it is planned to have anyway, and 
while it serves future citizens of the town, its 
usefulness on the whole is limited to the young 
people. Because it is planned anyway, it would 
not give the town added benefits that could not 
otherwise be obtained.

4. Swimminb Pools are badly needed, but they 
involve problems of drainage and require constant. 
care. They, too, are limited only to use by cer- 
tain groups of people. 

5. Memorial Rooms, such as libraries or recreation 
rooms, again require maintenance and, unless 
constantly used as such become superfluous prop- 
erty and therefore neither useful nor inspiring. 


6. Town forests fill a need, but there is the problem 
of care and the fact that their contribution to 
the spirit of the community is quesionable. 


7. Veteran’s Quarters, if they are to serve the pur- 
pose, must be available to all veterans, whether 
or not they are members of an organization. It 
was made clear that the organized veterans 
wanted their own quarters. To provide that 
group with its own quarters would give nothing 
to non-members, and the main body of citizens 
would benefit only when the organization used 
its quarters for the public benefit. 


To the extent that the town expressed itself, opinion 
seems strangly to favor a community hall. Such a 
building fulfills all the requirements of suitability. Gen- 
erally speaking, a hall similar to the Hatfield Town Hall 
is desired. Such a building might contain a large dance 
floor, dining room, kitchen, and small meeting rooms for 
community purposes. A hall with these advantages costs 
between $150,00 and $200,00 at present prices. As this 
expense would have to be financed at the same time as 
that of the new high school, your Committee beleives that 
the high school would have to come first, and that the 
town could not be saddled with a debt approaching a half- 
million dollars. Moreover, the community hall, even if it 
were to house the town government, would require addi- 
tional appropriations every year for maintenance, and 
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raise the question of what to do with the present town 
hall. 


In the light of these various considerations, your 
Committee has voted to recommend that the present town 
hall be enlarged and modernized, so as to provide— 


1. Better facilities for the town offices. 

2. Permanent fire-proof storage for town records. 
5. Provision for group or community meetings. 
4 


Smaller halls and a kitchen for Sous and 
special assemblies. 


5. Greatly enlarged and attractive assembly and 
dance floor space. 


6. A memorial corridor dedicated to the men and 
women who served in the two World Wars. 


This plan may at first seem wholly unsuitable. Your 
Committee reccgnizes that the building is not new and 
that there may be many objections to rebuilding an old 
structure, but, upon the advice o fa competent architect 
and after careful thought and consideration, has found 
‘that it can be profitably remodelled. In its nearly 100 
years, the building has stood the test of time in architec- 
tural design and in sound construction. If it is to stay 
as a useful piece of town property, and your Committee 
beleives it can be an asset to the attractiveness and utility 
of the town center—it must be modernized and made more 
useful. Because it is sound and can be made to fill long- 
felt needs in the community, to build another building is 
too expensive. Some people may say that it is a fire trap. 
However, even fire-proof construction is hazardous be- 
cause it must be finished with inflammable materials. The 
best protections against fire are adequate safety devices 
and sufficient exits. These must be provided in any suit- 
able memorial. |

The changes which your Committee suggests should 
result in— 


1k 


An addition at the rear, of the same height and 
design as at present, approximately 32 feet. This 
would make an assembly hall upstairs 85 x 40 
feet, which is comparable to the Hopkins Gym- 
nasium. The platform would be in the front of 
the building, with 4 stairways, 2 in the center 
and 2 in the back. 

Moving the town offices to the front of the first 
floor, just inside the door, where they would be 
more easily accessible. 

A memorial corridor behind the offices running - 
the width of the building, and leading to stairs at 
either end. In this corridor would be placed the 
rosters and honor rolls in a suitable and dignified 
memorial. 

A permanent fire-proof vault for town records. 
A smaller assembly hall in the rear for banquets 
and special assemblies. 

A kitchen for use of any organization in the 
town. 

Provision for smaller rooms for group or com- 
mittee meetings. 


These ideas have all been declared practical and 
feasible by a competent architect. 


This memorial will be as permanent as any can be. 
Having stood the test of years, it can be expected to be 
attractive and useful to future generations for years to 


come. 


The town has long felt the need for such a building. 
Unless it is built as a memorial, the town is not likely to 
fill this need for many years. This it the time to fill that 


need.

Everyone at one time or another uses the town hall, 
If it were also available and suitable for dances and enter- 
tainment, young and old alike would use it. With the 
memorial corridor and the realization that it is a memorial, 
the opportunity for both inspiration and promotion of 
community spirit and good neighborliness are ever pre- 
sent. It can be suitably marked as a memorial. 


Thus, your Committee feels that the tests of suit- 
ability can be met, and met most economically. It is es- 
timated that the cost completed would be approximately 
$50,000. In this way, the town could obtain the equiva- 
lent of a $200,000 building at one fourth of the cost, as 
replacement of the building as it is has been estimated to 
cost $150,000. 


Your Committee has not attempted to recommend a 
method of financing, at that requires considerably more 
study. Several methods are available, among them dona- 
tions and appropriations in small amounts extending over 
a period of perhaps 10 years. Your Committee does rec- 
ommend, however, the appointment of a building com- 
mittee to supervise drawing adequate plans, to study 
satisfactory financing, and to carry through the project 
to final completion.

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Report of the Board of 
Registrars of Voters 


The following is the report of the Board of Registrars 
of Voters for the year 1946: 


During the year 1946 the Board of Registrars held six 
sessions for registration of Voters and added one hund- 
red sixty-six names to the votors list. At the beginning of 
the year 1946, the number of voters was eleven hundred 
sixty-two. During the year eighty-seven names were re- 
moved from the voting list for various causes. The pre- 
sent number of voters on the list is twelve hundred forty 
one; seven hundred one males and five hundred forty fe- 
males. 


The Board held six sessions for certification of nomina- 
tion papers and one session for a recount of the votes cast. 
at the Town Election and another session for a recount of 
the votes cast for Lieutenant Governor and Auditor at the 
State Election.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of 
Hadley: 


Herewith I submit my annual report as Superintend- 
ent of Streets. 


Chapter 81 


General maintenance work, such as scraping, widen- 
ing, gravel and bituminous patching, and brush cutting, 
was carried on as usual. 


Under Chapter 81, we applied on the road 8,000 yards 
of gravel, sand, and cinders. The following roads were pre- 
pared for hard surfacing during the year: Moody Bridge 
Road 0.4 mile, Newton Lane Road 0.2 mile, Spruce Hill 
Road 0.35 mile, Breckinridge Road 0.85 mile, and Hibbard 
Lane Road 0.05 mile. 


The following drainage work was accomplished: Com- 
ing Road - stone culvert replaced by 36-inch metal cul- 
vert; North Maple street - 36-inch culvert extended, 
north of St. Bridget Cemetery, and 12-inch culvert re- 
placed by 15-inch culvert at junction of North Maple 
Street and Route 9; South Maple Street - three culverts 
were replaced and five were extended in order to widen 
the road for use as a detour during the construction of the 
overpass on Route 9. In addition, two extensions on a 
stone culvert were made on the Mill Valley Road for the 
same purpose. Bay-Road - 12-inch culvert replaced by 24- 
inch culvert: Spruce Hill Road - 10-inch culvert replaced 
by 12-inch culvert: Mt. Warner Road - 12-inch culvert re- 
placed by 15-inch culvert; Reservoir Road - 15-inch cul- 
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vert extended. Metal culverts on hand to be used on fol- 
lowing roads: 2 48-inch extensions for Cunningham Road, 
1 36-inch extension for South Maple Street, 1 12-inch for 
Bay Road near Mr. Rytuba’s home. 


48,378 gallons of asphalt were used for the following 
roads :Surface treatment - River Road 0.3 mile, Bay Road 
1.2 miles, South Maple Street 0.55 miles, Mill Valley Road 
0.8 mile, Knightly Road 0.6 mile, Stockbridge Road 1.85 
miles, Coming Road 1.0 mile, West Street West 0.5 mile, 
Cemetery Road 0.35 mile, North Lane 0.35 mile, East 
Street 0.65 mile, Newton Lane 0.2 mile, Maple Avenue 0.3 
mile , Aquavitae Road 0.85 mile, Whalley Street 0.15 mile, 
Goffe Street 0.1 mile, Huntington Road 0.2 mile, Mt. War- 
ner 1.80 miles, North Hadley Meadow Road 0.3 mile, 
French Street 0.15 mile, North Maple Street 0.7 mile, and 
Roosevelt Road 0.8 mile. Hard surface treatment - New- 
ton Lane 0.2 mile and Breckinridge Road 0.85 mile. All 
cost of construction on the Breckinridge Road was fin- 
anced by the State. 


The Mill Valley Road was graveled and hard surfaced 
by the State for use as a detour. 
Seventy-seven street signs were erected. 


Chapter 90 - Maintenance 


On Route 63 wooden railings were completely replac- 
ed by cement posts. Guard railings at the Bay Road bridge 
were painted. 


Chapter 90 - Construction 


River Drive Road was widened north of the Hunt- 
ington Road 

6,000 yards of gravel, fill, and loam and 10,000 gal- 
lons of asphalt were used for widening roads and should- 
ers | 
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A drainage system was constructed near the Sund- 
erland Line consisting of four catch basins, the two north- 
erly basins are connected with a 12-inch pipe which drains 
through Mr. Kuzmeski’s land while the other two func- 
tion as seepage basins. These later two can be connected 
to the two northerly basins if necessary at any time. 


We constructed and connected three catch basins, 
leading to the pond through Mrs. Emond’s lot, to drain 
water during heavy rains and melting snow seasons. 


The North Hadley Center, five catch basins were built 
and connected with a drain sewer which émpties into the 
pond, thus eliminating ditches.

465’ of 10-inch concrete pipes

Since a four-wheel-drive truck has been added to our 
equipment, we are able to give better service in plowing 
snow, scraping roads, and also in general maintenance 
work. 


A gasoline-powered sludge pump has proven benefi- 
cial to many in pumping out cess pools. 
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Sidewalk 
Due to the fact that our sidewalk work was left until 
the fall, we were unable to purchase the necessary sup- 
ply of cinders. Therefore, only the foundation between 
Route 9 and Railroad Street was completed and is ready 
for hard topping. 


The North Hadley sidewalk was not completed, be- 
cause the highway was not relocated until late fall.

Gentlemen: 


The librarians reported for 1946 a total circulation of 
8,882 books—6,549 at the center and 2,333 at North 
Hadley. Mrs. Hibbard says this is the largest since 1942. 
She attributes it to the opening of the third school room 
and increased interest in state certificate reading. 212 
‘new books were purchased at the main library. Most 
magazine subscriptions were renewed. 


A total of 1,969 books were read and reported by 
Russell School pupils during 1946. For these 377 five- 
book Massachusetts state certificates were issued. At 
special exercises at the school in June, Mr. Leon J. Stanne, 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees, presented fifty-eight 
honor certificates for reporting twenty books. 


The trustees are grateful to Miss Crosier and Mrs. 
Hibbard for their untiring effort and interest in the read- 
ing needs of those who frequent the libraries.

To the School Committee and the Town of Hadley: 


I present herewith my third report as Superinten- 
dent of Schools of the Town of Hadley. As in former 
years, my report deals with a few of the school activities 
of the calendar year that has passed. 


Developments in the Building Program 


In my report last year I discussed the preliminary 
factors before a major building program could be under- 
taken. Since then I have completed arrangements for 
a legislative act that has raised the debt limit of Hadley 
by $100,000. Negotiations have continued on plan pro- 
posals with the Federal Works Agency. 


The Town will be asked to act on an article that 
proposes to name a building committee. This committee 
will consider site and building plans. Present building 
conditions do not warrant the actual undertaking of con- 
struction, but we must be prepared to act at the earliest 
favorable time. | 


Teacher Shortage 


Despite the end of the war and the return of. thou- 
sands of men and women to pre-war occupations, we find 
Shortages of trained teachers. That shortage appears 
to affect small communities as well as cities. Men and 
women are leaving the profession because they can ex- 
pect greater freedom and opportunity in other forms of 
employment. Other fields offer greater renumeration 
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for special abilities and initiative than does the salary 
schedule of school departments. When unskilled fac- 
tory workers’ pay exceeds the salary of trained workers 
in professions, the public must realize the need for meet- 
ing the problem with fairness and understanding. 


During recent years teaching has become a proces- 
sion instead of a profession. In an attempt to remedy 
conditions, widespread efforts have been made to raise 
salaries to decent professional levels. Salary discussions 
have not been limited to a single year; often schedules 
have been arranged on a long term basis. 


Grievances of teachers, when compared with those 
of the other groups, are just as great and even more pro- 
nounced. Taechers constitute a steadfast, loyal group 
of public servants, ready to ‘absorb extra civic and 
emergency assignments, for which no “overtime” pay is 
ever received. The American teacher should be repaid 
for the admirable service rendered. The destiny of 
American youth, who later formulate public opinion, 
rests upon induction of more qualified trainees in the 
teaching profession, and rewarding those in service for 
their high level of accomplishment. 


Classes in Religious Education 


At the request of parents and members of the 
clergy representing local religious denominations, school 
time has been granted for classes in religion under the 
supervision of the church. Since the public schools are 
fundamentally nonsectarian, impartial and nonpartisan, 
teaching religion within the schools is not only illegal, 
but also charged with dangerous possibilities that may 
develop into serious conflicts. Teachers read the Bible, 
without comment, as a part of opening exercises; stu- 
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dents study about religion, ethical values and moral prin- 
-ciples as a part of the social studies curriculum; and 
great scriptures are used as a study of literature. But 
ethical content in creeds and teaching ethics are not the 
same. Nonsectarianism has been and must remain a 
fundamental characteristic of American public educa- 
tion. Nevertheless, we were ready to cooperate in 
providing time and transportation, indirectly, for the 


purpose of meeting the spiritual needs of children. 
Members of the clergy readily adjusted their schedules 


to meet those of teachers. 


kindergarten School 


I can report the successful operation of the Kinder- 
garten School, opened by public request, in September. 
Social development of the children has been cultivated 
by relations with other youngsters of the same age. 
The boys and girls have advanced in language and motor 
skills. An important characteristic of pre-school educa- 
tion is its emphasis on the ordinary daily routines which 
furnish the child with the opportunity to develop self- 
reliance and the ability to do things for himself. 


This school is conducted in the Goodwin Library. 
The Library Trustees granted the School Department 
the required space for instruction. Improvements were 
made in the building, to meet the needs of a Kindergarten 
School program. 


When the school opened, in September, 23 children 
children attended with a fair degree of regularity, but 
that number has dropped to a low point of 12. Atten- 
dance is not required, a characteristic of all schools of 
that nature. The School Committee had decided trans- 
portation must be provided by the parent. Undoubtedly, 
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that fact has kept the enrollment lower than would be 
the case if transportation had been arranged. Whether 
or not this school is continued next fall will depend upon 
the inclination of the people. The School Committee is 
ready to receive any acceptable recommendations for 
improving the pre-school preparation of our children.

We were fortunate in being able to replace instruc- 
tors by experienced teachres highly recommended by 
their supervisors. 


School Lunch 

For several years parents and school officials have 
recognized a growth in the school lunch problem. More 
recently parents have become school-lunch conscious, and 
added emphasis has come from recent Federal aid which 
subsidizes a major portion of the total cost. 
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After a conference with the State Building Inspec- 
tor, Mr. Lane, regarding approval of a basement section 
in Russell School it was decided t suspend school lunch 
plans for the present. Too many restrictions would 
govern the use of such quarters, resulting in a program 
that would be difficult to introduce and operate. A 
cafeteria would have to be considered in any discussion 
of physical facilities serving the needs of school children. 


Vocational Education 


At the time of my appointment, Vocational Agricul- 
ture had been dropped for various reasons. A few of 
the facts leading to the termination of the course need 
consideration, because we must face those facts before 
any vocational course can be established. 


Mr. Reed seemed to feel that a better course of study 
could be arranged for pupils if the time allotted for ap- 
proved work in Agriculture were reduced from three 
periods to two periods daily. Mr. Hebard, former superin- 
tendent, inquired about such a reduction in class time, but 
Mr. Glavin, Supervisor of Vocation Agriculture, replied 
that “no streamlining of the course would be allowed.” Mr. 
Hebard further investigated the extent of interest in 
vocational work by sending notices to all parents of 
children who were enrolled in Grades VII through XII, 
inviting their attendance at a meeting to study the future 
of the subject in Hadley. No parent appeared at the 
meeting to request a continuation of the course. That 
precluded instruction of Vocational Agriculture in Had- 
ley for an indefinite period. 


During the period of instruction, under Mr. Brown, 
the course contained such diverse subjects -as carpentry, 
automobile mechanics, farm shop work and general 
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agriculture. The term Vocational Agriculture may 
now be used in its broadest sense. Instruction may 
be given in any phase of practical or theoretical work 
that relates to farming. Trained journeymen may be 
employed to teach masonry, electrical repair, plumbing 
or any job that may be required on a modern farm. The 
major portion of the expense is supported by the state. 
Hundreds of dollars’ worth of equipment can be procured 
at very little local cost. Mr. Glavin assured me that in 
order to get started properly, Hadley would get more 
than its share of equipment and supplies from the state. 
However, two major obstacles must be cleared before we 
can reestablish Vocational Agriculture. First, we must 
have a proper building for the instruction required by this 
program. Mr. Glavin does not consider the present 
Annex a satisfactory building, not even on a temporary 
basis. Second, teachers and parents must realize the 
the purpose of such training. Let me quote Mr. Glavin 
on this matter: “The agricultural department should de- 
mand as good scholastic effort as any other department 
in the Academy. The fact that the agricultural depart- 
ment can do much for boys, who would not succeed in 
academic work should not imply that it is intended pri- 
marily for such boys.” We cannot neglect a reasonable 
degree of accomplishment in reading and thinking in our 
normal academic work. By statute every pupil is required 
to study English, language and grammar, history, civics, 
physiology, geography and mathematics. Vocational 
subject matter will be offered to students, in our secon- 
dary school, on the basis of need, interest and the voca- 
tional adjustment of the individual. The time has passed 
when educators believe students who are capable of good 
academic work should not receive vocational instruction. , 
Neither should one consider that vocational training must 
be restricted to pupils who are considered ‘“‘dull.’’ 
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MAINTENANCE OF BUILDING AND GROUNDS 
i 


Floors and school furniture again received the 
thorough cleaning and refinishing, last summer, 
that makes the interior of our buildings admired by 
visitors. 

The intensive use of our gymnasium and Field 
House reqiured complete resurfacing and applica- 
tion of a new finish to the floors. 

Arrangements were completed for the installation of 
two electric ranges in the Household Arts Cottage. 
Those ranges were given to the department by the 
Western Massachusetts Electric Company. 

All boilers received a careful examination. Minor 
repairs were made in accordance with the annual 
boiler inspection. 

In Russell School a warm water circuit was installed 
which now allows children better washing facilities 
than the former cold water method. 

The Russell and Hooker School roofs required

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Several requests have been received from social 
groups in North Hadley for the privilege of using the 
North Hadley Hall for recreation purposes. The build- 
ing was constructed to serve as a school and social center. 
Expenditures for improvements have been administered 
by the School Committee. It has been the policy of your 
superintendent and School Committee to grant any local 
organization the use of our buildings, under proper super- 
vision. Therefore, we shall raise no objection, because 
the North Hadley School can and should serve the needs 
of its community in the same manner that other school 
property is serving local groups. 


However, before the State Building Inspector, Mr. 
Lane, will approve the use of this building for social 
purposes, we must install the required emergency light- 
ing system, change several door locks, and replace the 
heating system. Mr. Lane nas granted a temorary ex- 
tension of the right to use the building, pending the 
completion of these modifications to make the plant con- 
form with recent laws governing school buildings and 
public halls. 


The intensive use of our Gymnasium is a natural 
and fitting adaptation of school physical facilities to 
community needs. During the war years I encountered 
many difficults problems in maintaining clean floors and 
dressing rooms. The first reclaimed rubber basketball 
shoes made the floors appear grimy and very unsanitary. 
That problem required several experiments with different 
cleaners and floor seals before we found a combination 
that produced fair results. This year every boy in my 
recreation classes which begin with Grade V has been 
able to buy shoes that do not mark the floor. A new 
scrubbing machine will reduce greatly the hard labor 
required of custodians in past years. I intend to keep 
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very close supervision of this vital play area, one which 
is most important for the welfare of our children. 
Groups desiring to reserve the building for a specific 
purpose should request permission a reasonable time be- 
fore the hall is to be used. This would allow the head 
custodian time to plan his work and make proper pre- 
parations, clearly -an “overtime” assignment. 


I wish to express my appreciation to teachers, prin- 
cipals and Committee members for their cooperative ef- 
forts in making our program functional. School custo- 
dians, commonly overlooked in a school System, have done 
a splendid job maintaining our buildings and grounds.

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Report of 
Principal of Hopkins Academy 


Superintendent of Schools and the 
Hadley School Committee 


Gentlemen: 


By means of the radio, newspapers and magazines, 
the public is made mindful these days of the low salaries 
paid public school teachers, and of other possible dis- 
agreeable features of the teaching profession. It seems 
to me that many of these writers and commentators, 
while evidently prompted by excellent intentions, do not 
take into consideration the abnormal financial conditions 
of the present time and the probability that at the resto- 
ration of normalcy men and women of whatever pro- 
fession will find their financial status improved. 


Not enough has been said of late regarding the dur- 
able satisfactions of teaching. I doubt whether there are 
many in other professions who could get so much genuine 
compensation from work over a long period of years as 
came to Mrs. Reed and me during the Christmas vacation 
as she-read to me the names of all graduates of Hopkins 
whose diplomas I have been privileged and honored to 
sign as principal. As each name was read, I classified the 
person as to education and life work. The mention of each 
name brought to both of us pleasant, very pleasant re- 
collections and also much real joy, for the remembrances 
were good to dwell upon. There came an occasional sad 
note at the reading of names of those who are no longer 
on earth. There was especial sadness as we read the names 
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of young men who in the full vigor of their manhood gave 
their lives for their country. 


The greatest teacher of all time said, “By their 
fruits ye shall know them.” Let us then see what 819 
graduates, 464 of whom are young women and 355 young 
men, have done and are doing. Of the men, 108 are en- 
gaged in Hadley’s main industry, farming, while 280 of 
the women are home-makers, in some instances combin- 
ing career with marriage. There are 137 college gradu- 
ates, 20 of whom have advanced degrees; 172 graduates 
of business colleges ; 43 graduate nurses and 56 graduates 
of vocational and trade schools. Our records show that 
95 are engaged in business, 23 in engineering and scien- 
tific work and 64 in trades. The number of those who are 
or have been teachers is 62, and of those who are engaged 
in secretarial work, 88. Six are attorneys-at-law, one of 
whom is a judge. Four are doctors of medicine. Three 
men served in World War 1, and 155 men and 20 women 
in World War 11. Many of thest rose from the ranks to 
become officers. There were two commanders, one vice- 
commander, four captains and many lieutenants and non- 
commissioned officers. 


At present, 27 of our graduates are attending college, 
14 are in business schools, nine are in trade or vocational 
schools, three are in training to become nurses, and three 
are post-graduates here. 


Several hundred young people who attended Hopkins 
for a period of months or years did not remain to gradu- 
ate. Of this group 108 served in World War I or Il. In 
every instant they served their country well. I like -to 
think that all who were even students in this historic 
school caught something of the friendly spirit, love for 
fair play, loyalty to things worth while, and consideration 
of the rights of others which we have endeavored to 
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maintain, and I like to think they are better citizens be- 
cause of the traditional Hopkins influence. 


Other achievements during this period include a 
continuous athletic program, probably equaled by no 
other school of our size in the state. The athletic program 
was established on a firm, sound basis 35 years: ago by 
the former principal, Franklin EK. Heald. Hopkins has 
been, through the years, one of the leaders in the Pro 
Merito Society, and it was Mrs. Raymond Warner, former 
member of the Williamsburg high school faculty and 
Mrs. Reed, a former Hopkins teacher, who did much to 
establish the National Forensic League in this state. 


There may be other rural high schools of our size 
which can surpass our record of achievement during the 
past 32 years. Nevertheless we of Hopkins and Hadley 
have just reason for pride in the fruits of our schools. 
Hopkins graduates are products of the Hadley school 
system and not of Hopkins alone. Many factors other than 
school enter into the success of any individual home, 
parents, church, and the influence of relatives, neighbors, 
clergymen and friends. 


Many educators throughout the nation have become 
too interested, I believe, in the idea of the evaluation of 
school achievement by some mechanical measurement. I 
believe it is as foolish to think schools can be gauged by 
a yard stick as it is to feel that a teacher’s contribution 
to his or her school is determined by the advanced degrees 
he or she may have. Granted some sound value to both, 
no measuring stick can properly indicate many factors in 
the life of a school which may help to develop the es- 
sentials of good citizenship, any more than advanced de- 
grees can tell of the teacher’s personality, genuine in- 
terest in boys and girls, patience, understanding, insight, 
loyalty and character. The application of a measuring 
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stick as the prime method of evaluating a school has 
some evil effects, for as every teacher knows, one of the 
surest ways to bring up a school’s rating is to elimate as 
quickly as possible the slow students. Had this been Hop- 
kins’ policy during the past 32 years, the above record 
would be different, for among our leading graduates are 
many who needed patience, understanding, the encourag- 
ing word and a bit of human kindness. 


One of my chief worries now is the lack of a vo- 
cational course of some kind for boys. We have a course 
in home economics for the girls. As the result of the war 
and its inevitable effect upon vocational agricultural 
courses, our department was discontinued four years ago. 
There was a loss of interest in the work by the boys and 
their parents. The war is over, and it is time now to con- 
sider either the reestablishment of vocational agriculture 
or the introduction of some other practical course or 
courses. The noted veteran educator, Angelo Patri, re- 
cently stated, “Education must shift its emphasis from 
the brain to the hands.”’ We have in school now 25 boys 
who are definitely not academic-minded. We can offer 
these boys, during their four years; English, general 
science, civics, biology, physical georgraphy, economic 
geography, elements of business, bookkeeping, arithmetic 
and United States history. As we have only ten type- 
writers, the number of students who can take typewrit- 
ing is limited. It is difficult for us to find subjects which 
meet the needs of the boys who ought to be taking vo- 
cational work. 


In my 1943 report I wrote more at length about the 
need of courses for the non-academic student. I have just 
reread that report and I believe that it applies today as 
much as it did then. 
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Our plant continues to serve the community in vari- 
our ways. I am grateful to the present school committee 
and to the school committees of other years for their 
hearty approval of the use of buildings and grounds for 
community affairs. A letter from the Hadley American 
Legion, Post 271 Thanking the school authorities for the 
use of the plant for their installation of officers stated 
that the visiting Legionnaires were greatly impressed by 
the plan and arrangement of the gymnasium, which they 
said was ideal for their exercises. The officers expressed 
to me their sincere thanks and remarked on the excellent 
condition in which the buildings and grounds were kept 
by the men in charge. Frequently visitors have expressed 
to me similar sentiments which reflect credit on the super- 
visors of buildings and grounds. So it is with genuine 
pleasure that I take this opportunity to thank Messers 
Robert Burke, George Horton, John Klimosky, Stanley 
Uchneat, John Kowal and Joseph Drozdal for the manner 
in which they have maintained the buildings and grounds. 
The first three men have left the work here for other 
positions. All six are capable men who have taken pride 
in their work, their performance of which has brought 
much credit to the school and town. 


Last December A. Russell Mack, Supervisor of 
Secondary Education for the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, spent a morning with us and spoke to the as- 
sembly. He was impressed with the arrangement of the 
gymnasium and the care of buildings and grounds. Ina 
letter to me he wrote, “It was a pleasure to speak at your 
assembly. I felt that your school is operating under a most 
excellent organization, and I hope most heartily that in 
a year or so, a new building project will materialize.” 


Although Mrs. Reed is no longer a member of the 
faculty, her heart is still with the school, and she has 
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assured me that all present and former Hopkins students 
will always find a warm welcome in our home.

The Health of the Modern School 


Today, every effort is made toward forestalling 
disease, and this attitude, plus the practice of teaching 
children how to live rightly and healthfully, makes the 
modern period one of positive and constructive promo- 
tion, physically, mentally and emotionally. 


The modern school is interested in the best health of 
all students and employees, and in the highest possible 
accomplishments in remedial measures for cases requir- 
ing treatment. To attain this objective, it is necessary 
and expedient that every “health facility” of the com- 
munity sheuld be made available through cooperation 
between the school, the home, and other health organiza- 
tions such as hospitals, social agencies, state and local 
Board of Health. 


Successful education is so dependent upon the pupil’s 
good health that almost any necessary degree of health 
service can be justified on this basis alone. The keynote 
of this basis is to have the school and parents share res- 
ponsibility for the child, rather than to let the entire 
burden be placed on either. The control of communi- 
cable disease is an outstanding factor. Parents should 
contact the family physician at once in case of illness 
that appears to be communicable, and should take steps 
to prevent infection of other children. The parent 
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should notify the school when a child is unable to attend 
and should have a permit slip signed by the physician to 
present to the teacher when return to class is advisable. 


At present, the State Department of Health is con- 
cerned about the increased number of diphtheria cases 
reported during the year, advises that more attention be 
given to the immunization of preschool children, and that 
if several years have elapsed since the immunization, an- 
other mild dose of Toxoid be given as “Booster” to in- 
crease resistance against this dread disease. Parents 
should consult their family physician as to what action 
to take in regard to the “Booster” immunization. This 
advice applies to all youths under high school age. 


The regular Immunization Clinic of the Board of 
Health will be held during the month of. April, 1947 and 
will be open to all school and preschool children. The 
Dental Clinic, also sponsored by the local Board of 
Health, began in December and will continue until all 
pupils signed up have received dental correction. Pres- 
choo! children, accompanied by a member of the family, 
may have the benefit of this service. Doctor Hall is the 
officiating dentist and will be at the Hooker School on 
Tuesday and Thursday from 9 A.M. to 2:30 P.M. 


The return of the nose and throat specialists to gen- 
eral practice is a welcome factor in health maintenance. 
The Orthopedic Clinic has been very helpful in the super- 
vision and care of cases referred to the clinic. All are 
improving. 


The general health of the pupils has been good dur- 
ing the year; several have improved considerably and 
continue to gain. Four children had the pleasure of at- 
tending Camp Hodgkins during the summer vacation, 
and next year four more will be selected to enjoy the 
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splendid hospitality of the camp. With the exception of 
a mild epidemic of chicken-pox, all pupils have been in 
good health.

The music department’s aims for the year 1946 were 
three-fold.

All those who saw 
the final production agreed that it had been worth the 
time and effort of every individual, from the janitors up 
through the teachers and principal. Even the the superin- 
tendent’s eforts were requested! We could mention many 
laughter-provoking incidents that occurred during re- 
hearsals. Suffice to say that the operetta was both a so- 
cial and a financial success. The proceeds will be used 
to help furnish a “MOVIE” room in Russell School. 
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To carry out the second aim, not only ‘canned’ 
musical programs but “live” programs were used. Re- 
cordings proved engaging, but the instrumental and vocal 
solos—plus group presentations—far outshone these. 
Both in the center and North Hadley schools, young peo- 
ple were entertainers for a brief period. During 1946 we 
heard from Henry Moczulewski with his , harmonica 
Sonia Waskiewicz, Lacadia Blyda and Audrey Waskie- 
wicz at the piano, and Raymond Brown with his cornet. 
Theresa Liguori played the violin after only a few months’ 
study. Theresa had started lessons with Mrs. Smith of 
Northampton who gave both Hooker and Russel Schools 
pleasurable violin assemblies in September. Louis Draper 
sang at the Christmas assembly and Barbara Wanczyk, 
Mary Duffy, June Pipezynski, John Callahan, Mary Ellen 
Thompson, Donna Klimoski and many others will be 
featured, either as singers or instrumentalists during 
1947. The fifth and sixth grade chorus presented Hooker 


School with a Christmas Carol Assembly program and 
these youngsters really sang! 


The Girls’ Choir at Hopkins has proved gratifying. 
They have sung for Russell School and Hopkins and have 
given a fine performance before the Business and Pro- 
fessional Women’s Club of Northampton. They hope to 


do many varied programs in the months to come. (They 
would be pleased to sing for your group at any time.) 
The choir and its leader feel particularly indebted to Mrs. 
James Huntnigton, who has been a most capable and 
Sympathetic accompanist. 


Finally, an attempt has been made to bring all types 


of music to all pupils. Folk, classical, semi-classical and 
popular music, each of these fills a need in varying pro- 


portion to the individual. All sorts of music have been 
offered in order that everyone may see how all types of 


music are related. Music is for all of us and is needed by 
all of us throughout every phase of our lives.

We express ourselves with written words, spoken 
words, action and music. What better reason for the 
teaching of art than to say, a person who thinks with his 
pencil is able to visualize, invent, and create, no matter 
what field he may enter?

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Hadley for the period from 
February 10, 1944 to March 12, 1946, made in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws.

Sir: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Hadley for the period from 
February 10, 1944, the date of the previous examination, 
to March 12, 1946, and submit the following report 
thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money for 
the town or sending out bills for collection, were examined, 
checked, and verified. _- 
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~The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were 
checked with the treasurer’s books, and the recorded pay- 
ments were compared with the selectmen’s warrants and - 
with the treasurer’s record of disbursements. The appro- 
' priation accounts, as recorded on the ledger, were checked 
with the town meeting records of the town clerk, the trans- 
fers from the reserve fund were compared with the author- 
ization of the finance committee, and all other accounts 
were checked with information in the departments in which 
the transactions originated. The ledger was analyzed, a 
trial balance was taken off, and a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial 
condition of the town on March 12, 1946. 


It was noted that the town votes an annual appropria- 
tion for unpaid bills of the previous year. Attention is 
called to Section 64, Chapter 44, General Laws, which spec- 
ifies the manner in which appropriations for unpaid bills. 
of a prior year may be voted by the town and the require- 
ments that must be followed before such prior years’ bills 
may be paid by the treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The tax accounts outstand- 
ing according to the previous examination and all subse- 
quent commitment lists of taxes were audited and proved 
with the assessors’ warrants. The collections as recorded 
were checked, the payments to the treasurer were verified, 
the abatements were checked with the assessors’ record of 
abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved with the town accountant’s ledger ac- 
counts. Verification of the outstanding tax accounts was 
made by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
and from the replies received it appears that the outstand- 
ing accounts, as listed, are correct. 
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The books and accounts of the treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and compared with the records of the departments collec- 
ting money for the town and with other sources from 
which money was paid into the town treasury. The pay- 
ments were checked with the warrants authorizing the 
disbursement of town funds and with the town account- 
ant’s books. The cash book additions were verified, and 
the cash balance on March 12, 1946 was proved by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balance with a statement received 
from the bank of deposit and by actual count of the cash 
in the office. , 


The records of payroll deductions on account of federal 
withholding taxes were examined and checked. The pay- 
ments to the Collector of Internal Revenue and to the 
federal depository were verified, and the cash in the general 
treasury was proved to the card records and to the town 
accountant’s ledger account. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investment of trust and investment funds in the cus- 
tody of the treasurer were examined and listed. ‘The in- 
come was proved and the withdrawals were verified. 


The receipts for licenses granted by the selectmen 
were checked with the record of licenses issued and the 
payments to the treasurer were verified. 


The surety bonds of the town clerk, treasurer, and tax . 
collector were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The appropriations as voted by the town meetings 
were listed from the records of the town clerk and were 
compared with the aggregate amount raised by the asses- 
sors in the determination of the tax rates. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The receipts from dog and sporting licenses 
were checked with the record of licenses issued, and the 
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payments to the Division of Fisheries and Game and to the 
town treasurer were verified. The cash on hand on March 
12, 1946 was proved by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The recorded receipts of the milk inspector for li- 
censes issued were checked and the payments to the treas- 
urer were verified. 


The recorded receipts for court fines were checked at 
the district court and the payments to the treasurer were 
verified. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures 
were examined and checked. The recorded receipts were 
checked with the record of fees charged and the payments 
to the treasurer were verified. 


The records of receipts of the librarian from fines 
were checked. The payments to the treasurer were veri- 
fied and the cash on hand on March 12, 1946 was reconciled 
by actual count. 


The records relative to the sale and care of lots by 
the cemetery department were checked. The records of 
this department were found to be incomplete and inade- 
quate for purposes of an audit. Complete records of all 
amounts billed and collections received should be kept. 


The records of bills sent out for collection by the public 
welfare, veterans’ aid, highway, health, town property, and 
school departments were examined. The charges were 
listed, the recorded collections were checked, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and proved. 


The clerical work of the town accountant, clerk treas- 
urer, tax collector, and the assessors department has been 
performed with care and accuracy. 
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Appended to this report in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
cash, summaries of the tax and departmental accounts, as 
well as tables showing the condition and transactions of 
the trust and investment funds. 


While engaged in making this audit, cooperation was 
received from the several town officials, for which on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express apprecia- 
tion.

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North Hadley Mill Pond Dam 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
NORTH HADLEY POND DAM 


Voted: To accept the report of the Committee on the 
North Hadley Pond Dam and that a vote of thanks be ex- 
tended to the Committee and that they continue their 
efforts in trying to arrange a satisfactory method to per- 
petuate the North Hadley Pond for fire protection and 
civic beauty and to make a further report at the next 
annual Town Meeting. The following is the Committee’s 
report as presented by Mr. Stanley C. Jekanowski: 


As a member of the Committee on the project men- 
tioned in this Article, I have been asked to review it briefly 
giving the Board of Selectmen and the voters present, 
some of the highlights and the reasons why the Committee 
feels that this project is worthy of the cost estimated in 
major repairs to the dam. My fellow members of the 
Committee which consists of Mr. Seymour H. Parker, Mr. 
Ernest W. Hibbard and Mr. Horace O. Babb will be glad 
to elaborate on any plans of the project which i do not 
make clear to you. 


There are three important reasons why the Commit- 
tee feels that the North Hadley dam should be repaired 
on a permanent basis. First, and probably the most im- 
portant is because of the health problem involved. One 
needs only to live in that section of the Town to realize 
how important that body of water is to the Village of 
North Hadley. When the dam is not in good order and 
the water is down to a mere stream, the odor and stench 
from the rotting weeds is something terrible. It is also 
the grandest breeding ground for mosquitoes and other 
insects detrimental to the health and welfare of the com- 
munity. Secondly it is important because of the fire pro- 
tection which it offers to that section of the Town. We 
all know that we have had some serious fires in North 
Hadley and only because we had the necessary water the 
the fires did not prove to be a total catastrophe. Third, 
and perhaps a minor reason is the 1. Winter Skating; 2. 
Summer Swimming and Fishing; 3. Senic Beauty; 4. 
Town Advertising. 

Your committee met with Mr. Arthur Howe a few 
months ago and discussed this matter at some length 
with him. We also had a special meeting with the Board 
ofSelectmen and laid the ground work at that time, out- 
lining the purposes and reasons for the permanent im- 
provement of the dam. The probable cost of a permanent 
structure will be in the neighborhood of $4,000.00 to 
$5,000.00. It might be pointed out at this time that the 
present daw is sufficient for Mr. Howe’s future needs. 
However, Mr. Howe being a good samaritan is interested 
that the dam be maintained for the future safety and 
beauty of the community and is willing to contribute out 
of his own pocket $1,000.00 towards this project. The 
Committee unamimously recommends that the Town 
undertake this work just as soon as the legal phases can 
be worked out between the Town and Mr. Howe and funds 
are available either from money saved in the form of war 
bonds purchased during the war or from a special appro- 
priation to be appropriated at this Town Meeting.
